(d) the FB007M peptide of SEQ ID NO: 1 1 ; 

(e) the FB010M peptide of SEQ ID NO: 12; 

(f) the FB010KM peptide of SEQ ID NO: 13; 

(g) the FB066M peptide of SEQ ID NO: 14; and 

(h) the FB066KM peptide of SEQ ID NO: 15. 

6. (Previously presented) An isolated, derivatized peptide selected from the group 
consisting of: 

(a) SEQ ID NO: 1; 

(b) SEQ ID NO:2; and 

(c) SEQ ID NO:7, 

wherein predetermined amino acid residues in the peptide sequence are derivatized by 
conjugating a coupling group to said predetermined amino acid residues. 

Claims 7-10. (Cancelled) 

II. (Previously presented) An isolated, derivatized peptide consisting of the sequence of 
SEQ ID NO: 3, wherein the sequence is modified by replacing glutamic acid at position 13 with 
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a lysine and attaching a coupling group to the lysine, or derivatized by conjugating a coupling 
group to a lysine added at the C-terminus.
